The law leaves the 
power of removal undisturbed in the

public duties. It provides, however, 
that when anybody of a specified grade, 
such as a clerk in a postoffice, is re- 
moved, and when a vacancy from any 
cause exists, it skull be filled after a 
competitive examination by selection 
from the four applicants vho stand 
highest in the list. 
The Postmaster of 


Indianapolis bus perceived that he can 
Change the entire personnel of that 
office, and make it as completely sub- 
servient to the spoils system as though 
the Penrljetoii bill had 
never been 


oassed, provided one Democrat out of 
every four applicants caa be found to 
pass the examination wilh 
sufficient 


credit to meet the requirements of the 
law and regulations. The necessary 
vacancies he can. of course, make with- 
out violating the letter of the law. This 
plan has been pat in practice with ex- 
ceeding vigor by Postmaster Jones, who 
avows to all persona who remonstrate 
against bis proceedings his intention to 
"make a clean sweep," and who has 
already carried bis intention into effect 
by discharging all the janitors and 
scrub-women and other employes not 
included in the provisions of the Act, 
and filling their placea with.

In compliance with tho request of 


numerous subscribers, 
the JOITBNAL 


publishes the following sections of the 
Nevada game law: 


Section!. It sliull be unlawful for 


any person or persons to kill or injure, 
or to pursue with such intent, any 
eparrow, 
blue-jny, 
martin, 
thrush, 


luooking bird, swallow, red-breast, cat- 
bird, wren or humming bird, or to dis- 
turb the cent or eegs of snia birds. 


Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any 


person or persons, at any time between 
the first day of April of any year and 
before the first day of September fol- 
lowing to outoki, kill or destroy, or to 
pursue with such intent, any partridge, 
pheasant, woodcock, quail, or any wihl 
goose, wood-duck, teal, 
mallard 
or 


other ducks, sand-hill crane, 
brant 


swan, plover, onrlew, snips, grouse, 
robin, meadow-lark, yellow hammer or 
bittern; ami after the ftrst day of April 
and before the first day of August in 
each year, except in the counties of 
flumboldt, Eureka, Elko and Lander, 
hereinafter provided for, any sage-sock, 
hen or chicken. 


Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful for any 


person or persons within this State, at 
any time, to. trup or nut ,quai.l, or. to de- 
stroy, injure or disturb the nest or egs-a 
of any of. tha birds protected by this 
act. 


Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful for any 


person or persons to catch, kill or de- 
stroy,. or pursue with such intent, 
within the counties of E^mtralda, Doug- 
las, kyoDj, Storey, Churchill aud Wasn- 
oe, any . sharp-tailed grouse, so-called 
prairie chicken, before tbe first day of 
September, 1883, nor within tbe coun- 
ties of Humboldt, Eureka and Lander, 
after the 15th day of March and before 
the 1st day of September in each year, 
or in said counties of Humboldt, Elko, 
Eureka and Lander any sage-cock, hau 
or chicken, after the 15th day of March 
and before tut lOlh day of August in 
each ytar. 


Sec. 5 It shall be unlawful for any 


person or persons at any time after tho 
1st day of December and before the 1st 
day of August in each year, to catch, 
kill or destroy, or to pursue with such 
intent, any deer, elk, antelope, moun- 
tain sheep or goat, or to have in his or 
their posession, or to expose for sale, 
or to purchase any of 
the animals 


mentioned in this section during the 
season when the kilting, injuring or 
pursuing is herein prohibited. 


Sec. 6. It shall ba unlawful for any 


person or persons within this Stale to 
have in bis or their posession or to 
expose for Bile, or to purchase from, any 
person whomsoever, either' Indian or 
other person, any of the birds, wild 
game or animals mentioned in this Act 
during the season wherein the killing, 
injuring or pursuing is hereby pro- 
hibited; provided,, that nothing in this 
Act shall be so construed as to prohibit 
.a.ny person, or .persons in taking any. 
bird, fowl, fish .or animal at any time 
for scientific purposes. . 


Sec. 7. .Every person or persons of- 


fending against any of the provisions of 
this Act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and.on conviction thereof 
Khali be fined in any Bum not less than 
$25, nor. morn! than £200,. or be im- 
prisoned in the county jail of the county, 
in which Raid conviction is had .for any 
term not exceeding six mouths, or by, 
both such fine nud imprisonment, and 
the prosecuting witness gbairbe entitled, 
to receive a fee equal to one-half of the. 
amount of any such fine imposed on 
each conviction.
